who need m ore ready money on m ore j 
ap p ropriate term s, th e land 
m o r t - 1 
gage association act passed by the 
last legislature is one of the m ost 
im portant bits of legislation w ritten 
into the statu te books. While con­ 
gress and the legislatures of o th er 
states were debating the problem of 
providing ap p ro p riate credit, facili­ 
ties for the f a rm e r and settler and 
stopped there, 
Wisconsin got busy 
and actually 
passed 
the necessary 
law. 
More Fluid Security 
Generally speaking, the purpose of 
this law, which became c h a p te r 666 
of the 1913 session, is to m a k e land 
in Wisconsin a more fluid security. 
This the act proposes to accomplish 
by bond issues, the bonds to be se­ 
cured bv first m ortgage on real es­ 
tate. 
These bonds will be n egotia­ 
ble and can be passed from hand to 
hand as readily as actual money. 
The associations to be formed u n ­ 
der this act will be sim ilar to the 
joint stock m ortgage banks of Ger­ 
many, of which th ere were thirty- 
sevpn. with outstan d in g loans ag g re­ 
gating two and one-quarter billion 
dollars in 1911. 
To operate under the Wisconsin 
act 
fifteen 
or m ore persons m ust 
incorporate with a capital stock of 
not less than ten thousand dollars. 
The 
funds of the association 
are 
loaned on first m ortgage securities 
and the association may deposit the 
securities with 
the state tre a s u re r 
and then 
issue 
negotiable bonds 
equal to the amount, to th e securi­ 
ties deposited. 
Many Safeguards 
The act m akes every provision for 
safeg u ard in g the purchasers of these 
bonds. 
T he association formed u n ­ 
ifier the act and their operation are 
completely under the control and su ­ 
pervision of the state commissioner 
of banking. They are to be examined 
by him 
periodically and 
generally 
are subject to as close or even closer 
supervision and scrutiny than 
are 
state banks. 
The law provides th a t 
at no time shall the a m o u n t of bonds 
issued exceed the am o u n t of m ort- 
jgages on deposit with the state tre a s­ 
urer.
